THE ELECTION. 

Tuesday next is election day. At five 
o'clock on the evening of the 15th the candi 
date who is to have the conduct of our affairs 
at Ottawa for perhaps the next five years 
will have been chosen, Everything may be 
done between now and then, After that hour 
regrets for inaction or fora mistaken course 
will be in vain, It is the duty of every elec. 
tor to make a choice, and not les# so to make 
an unbiassed choice, except as regards the 
general welfare. The elector who allows his 
personal feeiings for or against any candidate 
to override his careful judguent of bis will 
and ability to advance the general weltare is 
doing an injustice to his friends, his neigh- 
bors and himself, During the past two weeks 
the people here have had every opportunity 
by attending meetings and by personal inter- 
course to make up their minds as to which 
candidate is most able and most widing to 
advance the interests of Alberta in general 
and of this part of it in particular. Li. wong 
a candidate in the field identified with us, 
it is natural for people here to support the 
man they know best and whose interests are 
nearest to their own, As yet, although every 
opportunity has been given and every at- 
tempt made, it has not become apparcut that 
In any way either of the other candidates arc 
more able, more swilling or more likely to ad 
vance our intercsts than Mr. Hardisty, who 
stands asthe Edmonton candidute. While 
each may fairly be expected ww give tis 
best attention to the parte of the country i 
Which he is mostinterested and where le rece’. 
ves his principal support, it does not appear 
that Mr, Hardisty is any less able or less wil- 
ling tomecure justice for the district as a 
Whole than either of his opponents.
